He even goes so fa r as to assure 
the kluxers now’ infesting the D epart­ 
m ents a t Austin th a t they need have 
no 
fear 
for their 
jobs 
if he is 
elected. 
Such an atte m p t at double deal­ 
ing is unw orthy a man who 
seeks 
to be regarded as suitable material 
for governor. 
Then, too, the selection of a Uni­ 
versity man as an opponent of Mrs. 
Ferguson and the frenzied effort to 
make wh >t they are pleased to term 
‘Fergusonism** the issue 
of 
the 
campaign is a direct and premedi­ 
tated effort to revive a n i re-open 
the old Ferguson-Univerrity fight and 
is unworthy of the Republican paity. 
It shows at once that the party 
in Texas has no merits of it: own 
upon which to base any claim to 
the suffrage of the people, and it 
. hew*f that it is willing to drag our 
great University again into the mire 
of politics for the sake of partizan 
advantage. 
FARMING ii not 
so 
partisanly 
hidebound as not to

In 
this capacity the 
supreme 
court’ I ecomes the court of la ;t re­ 
sort and from the decisions of that 
tribunal there can h*> no appeal. 
It has, therefore, sometimes hep- 
ner.od 
that acts of congress have 
been annulled by decisions of the 
S u p r e m e Court, and. as is the i n ­ 
e v i t a b l e frailty of all 
human 
in­ 
stitutions. despite all the safegua’ ds 
thrown around it, it has ct times 
ma le grievous blunders. 
But 
with all its faults our system 
is 
the best ever yet devised by ’ho 
brain of man, and if we a r e worthy 
the heritage left us by our 
ires we 
will be slow to tinker with their 
handiwork. 
And herein lies the 
danger 
in 
Senator La Follette’: candidacy. 
He would have us throw into the 
rubbish heap this wise provision of 
our Constitution and vest in Con­ 
gress the power to veto the decisions 
of our Supreme Court by making 
any ai t legal and binding by merely 
re-enacting it after the court had de­ 
clared it unconstitutional 
Sin h a line of procedure would 
make 
Congress 
the 
law-making 
branch— and not on*- judiciary, as 
at present, the interpreter of the 
law' and the final arbiter in legal 
disputes. 
The effect w'ould be to destroy our 
governmental system of checks and 
balances and would up-root the Con­ 
stitution 
A more 
revolutionary 
proposal 
was never heard of in a free Repub­ 
lic. 
And it is startling the number of 
men w'ho are giving their endorse­ 
ment to this fearful thing. 
It is w'ell to be discontented with 
abuses and ills that can and should 
be remedied, but do not let the gospel 
of discontent cause us to tear down 
the temple of our refuge over our 
own heads. 
Men and brethren, let us pause! 
Let us know first that the dangers 
we rush to are not worse than the 
ills we flee from before we cease to
